Planners Deny 
Request for 
Rezoning Here 


Declaring they felt it would 
be “spot zoning,” Menlo Park 
planning commissioners this 
week refused to allow the re- 
zoning of three lots in the ci- 
_ty’s “residential estates” zone. 


They said they felt such a 
change, which would cut the 
‘parcels involved to 15,000- 
square-foot lots from the pre- 
sent 20,000-square-foot mini- 
mum, would also be inadvisa- 
ble because only one of the 
three property owners apply- 
ing for the change brought in 
a proposed subdivision plan. 

The three owners objected 
that their properties lay next 
to a 15,000-square-foot zone. 

The properties for which re- 
zoning was sought, were at 
1189 to 1241 Valparaiso ave- 
nue; applicants were the De- 
Martini, Blake and Hadeler 
families, 

They said they had canvas- 
sed the neighborhood but had 
found no objections to the pro- 
posal. 


Tall Apartments 
Hearing Subject 


Plans for rezoning of the 
portion of *Palo Alto bounded 
by Lytton avenue, San Fran- 
cisquito Creek, Alma street 
and Middlefield road to allow 
“high line” apartment build- 
ings throughout the area was 
subject of a hearing in that 
city last night. 

The Menlo Park planning 
commission. was informed of 
the hearing, in a notice read 
at its Monday night meeting. 

The planners took no action. 

According to the notice, the 
proposed Palo Alto zoning will 
call for “garden apartment” | 
development ‘and apartment | 
houses will be limited to 12 
stories.

It all started with reading of 
a letter in which officers of 
the Buckboard Bouncers said 
they thought being banned 
from the use of multi-purpose 


rooms in the school district 
was unfair. | 
Square dancers don’t use 


abrasives or hobnailed boots, 
the letter said, but added that, 
if the district didn’t want them 
to use multi-use rooms all the | 
time, they'd be happy to get 
the use of the Fremont School 
basement every other week. 

This brought up a ques- 
tion: 

“What is the district’s pol- 
icy teward square dance 
froups?” somebody asked. 

District Business Manager 
John Ricshert had the answer. 

The square dance group, he 
said, used an abrasive which 
cut the finish on the hardwood 
floors of the multi-purpose 
rooms they've been using. 
They needed the stuff to as- 
sure good traction, but it was 
hard on floors, he said. 

Richert pointed out that the 
hardwood at Encinal and Hill 


view school multi-use rooms 
has been refinished about | 
three times in the past 10 


years, and won’t stand much 
more sanding. 

He added that he felt sure 
that adult recreation groups 
were about as hard as anybody 
on the floors, but said the dis- 
trict had no way of policing 
them. 

Trustee Jim Black offered 
that he'd been to a couple of 
Boy Scout meetings and these | 
looked like they were hard on 
floors, too. 

From there on, the discus- 
sion bounced around like a 
bunch of dancers. 

Finally, the trustees decid- 
ed to write a letter stating that 
the district would allow square 
dancing on its hardwood floors 
only if no abrasives were used. 

The problem will be finally 
solved, they agreed, when Fre- 
mont and Laurel school multi- 
use rooms are completed. 
These two buildings will have 
cement floors.

the construction business.” 


Storm explained that not on 
ly were contractors and sub 
contractors either otherwis« 
occupied or on vacation dur 
ing the summer; skilled work 
ers were in short supply a: 
well. The mechanical trades 
such as electrical and plumb 
ing, were short of men. 

“It’s noticeable that unit 
costs in the administrative 
building job showed carpentry 
and cement work cost about 
what we anticipated,” Storm 
said, “indicating that there 
were plenty of less-skilled 
workers around during the 
summer. Where we got hit the 
hardest was in those specialties 
requiring highly skilled work.’ 
SPECIALTIES 

The bids based on work by 
the mechanical trades—elec. 
trical wiring and plumbing — 
were together about 30 per 
cent above cost estimates in 
the case of the administrative 
building and its adjacent ware- 
house, Storm explained. 

In normal construction, such 
work usually accounts foy be- 
tween 20 and 25 per cent of 
the total cost; in the case of 
the school district job, it 
amounted to 30 per cent of the 
cost, Storm went on. 

“The final price of the ad- 
ministrative unit and ware- 
house, therefore, rose from an 
anticipated $90,200 to a low 
bid price of $97,445 when al- 
ternates were included. 

“Actually,” Storm continued, 
“the base bid was only three 
per cent above our previous 
estimates of the  building’s 
cost. But when we added the 
alternates, the differences rose 
to seven per cent. 

“Even so,” the architect went 
on, “the cost of the administra- 
tive unit can’t be regarded as 
excessive. 

“The 5290 squart foot ad- 
ministrative unit is going to 
cost the school district about 
$12.80 per square foot. The 
state allows $15.99 per 
square foot as the maximum 
cost when administrative 
buildings are constructed 
with state aid funds,” he ex- 
plained. 

“The per-square-foot cost of 
the warehouse calculates out 

to about $5 a square foot, and 
the state allows $6.62 for such 
buildings when it’s involved 
in the financing. 

“As we received the bids 
cost of the administrative unit 
was $67,700 and cost of the 
warehouse was $25,000, with 
out alternates,” Storm explain 
ed. 

“This made a total of $97,200 
But this didn’t include site 
work or installation of paving 
which are necessary if the 
building is to have maximun 


usefulness at the time it i: 
opened.” 
COMPARISON 

For the benefit of worriec 


taxpayers, who might feel tha‘ 
the higher - than - anticipatec 
costs reflected in the adminis 
trative unit bid might indicate 
a trend, Storm had some fig 
ures which might tend to al 
lay their fears: 

“As a basis for comparison 
the state allows $14.88 pei 
square foot for what it calls < 
‘standard classroom,’ as com 
pared with the figure for ad 
ministrative units. 

“But to the best of my know 
ledge, ali buildings purchased 
by the Menlo Park School Dis 
trict have been well under this 
cost—in fact, I offhand can’t 
recall a standard classroom 
job here which cost more than 
$12.50 per square foot.” 

The architect warned, how 
ever, that some costs, over es 
timates of a year ago, were 
bound to be up. 

“The ‘Engineering News 
Record’ index shows that 
construction costs have gain- 
ed about eight per cent in 
the past year,” Storm said, 
“and added to this we have 
the results of new labor con- 
tracts, most of which are re- 
newed in the spring. There 
have been increases in the 
cost of materials also.” 

But ,the architect continued

Obsolete Tyranny Cannot O 


We hope that Comrade Nikita will, from his American 
tour, achieve something of an understanding of the be- 
liefs, the strength and the aspirations of the people of the 
United States of America. 

At the same time, we hope that our people will not 
be so blinded by the arrival of Khrushchev, chief repre- 
sentative of a political tyranny that we hold abhorrent, as 
to forget that he represents, too, a great nation of men and 
women much like ourselves—more like us, perhaps, than 
the people of any other nation on earth. 

Who among us, who remembers the days of Adolph 
Hitler's vainglory, can forget the warmth, the valor, the 
soaring and undaunted spirit of our Russian allies of those 
days? Who can tur his back on the energy and the 
pioneering enthusiasm of those people who, like our fore- 
fathers in America, have displayed a willingness to forge 
something new out of the wilderness, who have lifted 
themselves in a few decades out of the wastelands of the 
Asiatic Steppes into the world position they now command? 

It is not a political philosophy that has done 


this for Russia; it is the same kind of brash self- 
confidence—backed with bounteous natural re- 


Menlo Park to Be on Display 
Before the World Next Monday 


Next Monday, as far as present information indicates, 
Menlo Park will for a brief time be spotlighted before the 
world. 

The community’s largest and most renowned business 
establishment, Stanford Research Institute, is to serve as 
host to Nikita Khrushchev premier of the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics. 

The purpose of Khrushchev’s visit is billed as amiable; 
the President of the United States in his turn is to visit 
Russia. 

The benefits to be derived from this exchange 

of trips may be greater or less, but some benefits 

must be expected; the Americans who every year 

go to Europe do so, most of them say, because 

travel is broadening and because they want to un- 

derstand the nations across the seas. 

We can expect the Soviet Premier to keep his eyes 
open; he is not going to be motorcaded into Menlo Park 
with a blindfold on, 

As he is driven around the Peninsula, he'll observe 
some American phenomena: He can be expected to learn 
about traffic jams, if he doesn’t already know about them; 
he will probably notice our smog, should there be any 
next Monday; the route planner will be hard-pressed to 
find roads which don't show at least one back yard or 
unkept vacant lot. 

Menlo Park is, however, an ideal community 

to display some of the more positive and happy 

aspects of American life, and we should expect 

our visitor to notice these as well. 
He will no doubt see that almost every house 

has a television antenna (though we sincerely hope 

he doesn't judge us by some of the drivel piped 

into our homes thereby); he will notice that two 

car garages are fairly universal in our residential 

areas; should he find himself driven down any 

local business street, he can be expected to figure 
out, without the aid of a translator, that the var- 
iety and usefulness of items available to any 

American is practically beyond limit 

All these things Khrushchey will see; like an American 
tourist in Europe, he can be expected to learn more about 
the country by gawking and drawing his own conclusions 
than he will ever learn from the hired guides. 

We hope that the assorted experts and translators 
sharing his limousine will have the goodness to shut up 
for a few minutes, as Premier Khrushchev is driven in and 
out of town, so he can learn something about America.

An Annual High School Ritual 
Deserves Parents’ Patronage 


In the next few days, area high school boys will start 
their anual performance of an American ritual: They'll 
start preparing for football season, 1959. 

And every Friday night for the next several weeks, 
hundreds of homes hereabouts will face upset schedules, 
as multitudes of young people re-arrange their living 
schedules so they can go to the games. 

Parents may act as if they're bored with the whole rou- 
tine, but they shouldn't. A far more sensible attitude to- 
ward all the ebullience and enthusiasm which goes into 
the making of a high school football season would be to 
participate, some how, once in a while. 

There are those residents of this area who have be- 
come bemused with professional football. 

There are others that patronize the local college teams, 

Almost all of these people, if they're adults, are in tor 
a surprise if they haven't yet attended their first high 
school football game. It’s a pleasant surprise, usually. 
The audience is noisy, but it’s full of enthusiasm, good 
cheer and energy. 

We don't care which football team you cheer; but if 
possible, once or twice during the forthcoming season, 
get out and watch a high school football team. 
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sources—that has produced a similar result in the 

United States of America. 

We believe the Russian people have proved them- 
selves close kin in spirit to the people of our great de- 
mocracy. 

What then is the tremendous gulf that separates us 
in this era of threatening race suicide? 

We believe the gulf is formed, first, by misunderstand- 
ing. We in America cannot abide the tyranny represented 
here and now by Comrade Khrushchev. At the same time, 
the people of Russia, inured to tyranny, never having had 
a true taste of freedom as we know it, do not trust us. 

Such freedom as we enjoy is so far removed 
from their experience that they cannot believe it 
holds forth the promises of the better life, of the 
dignity of man, of the depth and breadth of living 
which we claim for it. 

If, in their eyes, therefore, we speak of impossibilities, 
do we not seem liars? Is not every act and statement, 
therefore, suspect? 


We believe the Russian system is the natural result

of disbelief in the goodness of man toward men, a dis- 
belief that is natural in a people who never have known 
anything but oppression. The Marxian doctrine was de- 
veloped in the era of Oliver Twist, an era that to us is 
now a caricature. Marx and Dickens both are expressions 
of the greed and the mistrust among men engendered dur- 
ine the adolescence of the Industrial Revolution. 
Neither the Russian people nor their leaders 

yet have had an opportunity to see and believe in 

a different scheme of things, a pattern above this 

law-of-the-jungle among men, a pattern of toler- 

ance and dignity that we believe this nation of 
ours has begun to evolve—and only, we must re- 
member, in the last few decades. 

We say that Soviet Communism, far from being the 
“wave of the future,” is in truth no more than the back- 
wash of the past. Such tyranny is obsolete, an anachron- 
ism in a world where better ways are known. 

“But what about our great scientific achievements?” 
asks our visitor. “What about our rocket to the moon?” 

We believe such achievements, made under the forced- 
draught of a controlled society, are hollow and as nothing

Judging from the smells which I think 
can be traced to it, I doubt if the incin- 
erator can be described as “eliminating 
smog.’ No doubt the legal wizards of 
the county can figure out some sophistry 
whereby a_ three-week-old underground 
fire can be described as harmless, but if 
a private citizen allowed one one-thous- 
andth of the smoke the incinerator pro- 
duces to be generated on his property, he 
could expect the same legal wizards to de- 
vote all of their talents to proving that he 
ought to be in jail.

County Building Plans Show 
Huge Future Expenditure

When we talk of our schools 
constructing costly “palaces” 
which bring a tighter pinch to 
taxpayers, we mustn’t over- 
look the developments being 
planned by other taxing agen- 
cies. Last week we gave you a 
word picture of some of the 
projects the county is putting 
on the drawing board for the 
near future. Some are yet to 
be financed, but others are rea- 
dy to go or already started. 

With drawings almost ready 
for the new $2142 million ad- 
ministration building, we won- 
der whether the board will act- 
ually think of the lease - pur- 
chase plan. We hope not, as it 
will be far more costly to the 
taxpayers and new additions to 
our bills should be out of the 
question at this time. 

It is true the county will 
save thousands of dollars a 
year in rent it now pays. But 
the program does not stop 
there. The job of tearing out 
the old courthouse (dome) sec- 
tion will be costly as will the 
new addition that will be con- 
structed in its place. 

There has been quite a furor 
lately over the county’s con- 
demnation of homes north and 
east of the site of the new ad- 
ministration building for a 
parking lot. 

Besides crying ‘foul’ over 
the settlement of the price of 
their homes, owners contend 
the property is too costly for 
parking areas. In that, Henry 
Tarratt, county building direc- 
tor, agrees. And he has a plan 
to correct just that problem 
... he plans a multi-story gar- 
age to handle not only county 
cars, but those of the public as 
well. 

The big project is not some- 
thing that will be built in the 
next year or two but it is com- 
ing for sure. Tarratt explains 
that using costly commercial 
property for parking is far too 
costly from several  stand- 
points. He says the garage of 
four or five stories will do a 
more adequate job at less cost. 

The county supervisor of 
building programs points out 
that Redwood City paid $8500 
per car for its $1%4 million 
parking program. That figure 
can be almost cut in half with 
multi-story storage. The city 
of San Mateo already is lay- 
ing the ground for a similar 
project to get away from the 
terrific high prices of acreage 
needed for the customary off- 
street parking lot. 

County Engineer Don S. 

Wilson submitted a list of 

highway deficiencies to the 

board of supervisors recent- 
ly which totaled $11,347,000. 

The immediate needs, up 
three million over a year ago, 

include not only road construc- 
tion but railroad grade separa- 
tions and bridges. Of course 
there is no money for such an 
extensive program as the coun- 
ty must get along on approxi- 
mately $114 million from gas 
tax money each year. The road 
chief suggested a 20-cent coun- 
ty-wide road tax to do the job 
but he had his fingers crossed 
while suggesting it. 


He knew the board of super- 
visors would not go for such a 
plan and feels himself that the 
load would be too great, But 
what is the answer? Sales tax 
monies? Probably, but in drib- 
bling amounts. More gasoline 
tax funds? That is likely the 
most feasible plan although it 
hurts, especially after the fed- 
eral government has announc- 
ed its plans to add 1! cents. 


With the county’s boys’ 
ranch program going along 
in good shape — building 
should start before too long 
—the ranch has received its 


first donation. The board o 
supervisors has accepted : 
check of $781.94 from. the 
Tri-County Drag-Strip Asso 
ciation which has been hold 
ing races at the Half Moor

_Fali planting is especially 
effective, along the coast 
since there is little danger | 
from early cold snaps to hold | 
things back. And winter 
rains will soon take over tu 
make watering chores less | 
tedious. Valley lawns should | 
go in soon, to insure a good 
fast start before cold nights | 
set in to curtail new growth. | 

Where time is not import-| 
ant, the lawn seedbed can be| 
turned over and sprinkled with | 
a fumigant to kill weeds and | 
weed seeds in the soil. Your | 
GAN nurseryman can supply | 
you with a compound that not 
only kills the weeds, it then 
converts to a nitrogen fertili- 
zer.. The process takes three | 
weeks, and seed should not be 
sown before it is completed. 

The singlé most import- 
ant step in preparing a lawn 
seedbed is to incorporate 
enough humus material. ‘The 
gardener forgets that flower 
feds get an annual renewal 
of humus material (or 
should), but once you plant 
a lawn, it’s mighty hard to 
djg new humus in. Work co- 
pious amounts of steer ma- 
nure and peat. and/or com- 
posted material into the soil. 
It’s impossible to overdo this 
so let your pocketbook be 
your guide. 

And the most important step 
after planting is to spread a 
layer of peat and keep it moist. 
Don’t, even for a minute, let 
the geedbed dry out or new 
seedlings will wilt and die. Use 
a fine spray and use it often. 

In the mildness of a Cali- 
y
